1 . An amendment was received from the applicant on September 3, 2008. 

2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The liferaft 
system as claimed is not shown or suggested in the prior art because of the use of a 
system that includes a container for containing both an inflatable raft within a 
hermetically sealed bag and an emergency pack that is connected to said liferaft, said 
container further including a hatch through which said emergency pack is removable 
from said container, and a device for indicating humidity in said sealed bag, said device 
being visible from the outside of said container. The prior art also does not show or 
suggest the use of said container including an interior that is divided into first and 
second compartments, said first compartment containing said sealed bag, and said 
second compartment containing said emergency pack, where said emergency pack is 
connected to said liferaft and is automatically drawn into said liferaft upon inflation. 

4. The prior art as disclosed by Lavorata (US 5,630,740) shows the use of a liferaft 
system that is comprised of a container having a single compartment that contains an 
inflatable liferaft that is enclosed within a flexible watertight protective bag, and one or 
more emergency packs that are also sealed in flexible bags, said container also having 
a hatch to provide access to said emergency packs, and a sensor without a display that 
is obscured by said hatch for determining pressure or temperature within said container.
